DETAILS t Mr. Ehaheen on 4/22/81 provided a copy of the 'Final Report of tht 

Office of Professional Responsibility on the Investigation Con- 
ducted Concerning Various Matters Fertaininc to Billy Carter, - and the 
;4tii_orandur. for the Solicitor General dated 4/17/Sl which transmitted the 
Final Report. In addition, a copy of a letter from the honorable hade B . 
Mcdree , Jr., Solicitor General, dated 4/21/cl, was provided. 

The Final Report of GPR-DOJ provided information regarding 
the additional investigation conducted since the 'Status Report" was 
subo.it tea on 10/25/80. 

Former President bi.umy Carter was interviewed and he stated that 
he had no advance warning , and little direct knowledge , of Lilly Carter’s 
declines with the Libyans. The President at no time discussed the release 
of aircraft to Libya with his brother and received no pressure from 
family members for the release of the- aircraft. The President in tic a ted 
he had no knowledge of business negotiations , or loans, fror?. Libya with 
Billy darter until they became pubiic in early Summer of 1980. In usinu 
Billy tarter to arrange a Meeting between Dr. Brsasinski and Libyan 
Charge to Washington regarding Iranian hostage situations, he did net 
focus upon likelihood it would increase Billy's status with the Libyans. 

He responded, in retrospect, it is obvicus that it could have had some 
positive effect. 

The President* 8 conversation with then Attorney General Civiletti 
was related and Mr. Civiletti’s recollection was confirmed. 


The reinterview of 5r. Brsesinski was discussed and he unec/uiv- 
ocally stated that meetings between Brsexinski and Admiral Turner on dates 
other than March 31/ 1980, did not relate tc Billy Carter and that the 
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Meruorandun Greenleaf to the Director 

Re: OPP-L'OJ Inquiry - Lilly Carter Matter 


President had no ir.volvcr.ent in meeting between Brtezinski and Turner 
relatino to hilly Carter. BrzeEinski 1 8 use of intelligence information 
vas defended by him as appropriate, justifie i, and consistent with 
national interest. 

The interview of William Lac le tor, American Chary© to Libya, 
was reviewed and the results indicated Billy Carter generally conducted 
himself with discretion and his visits posed no foreign policy problems. 

Mr. Michele Papa vas the last person interviewed. Ue 
reputedly has concoctions with the P.L.O. and European Terrorist croups 
and initiated the attempt to induce Billy Carter to travel to Libya 
in 1978. Papa stated the purpose of the trip was to promote the mutual 
understanding between the Libyan people and the people of the United 
States , and there was never any intent by Libya to use Billy Carter for 
political purposes, tie was unaware of monies received by Billy Carter 
beyond disclosed eusounts. 

The conclusion vas that all relevant and viable investigation 
has been carried to its logical conclusion, and further investigation 
is net justified. That no Government officials or employees have been 
shown to have engaged in illegal conduct, and the conduct of certain 
officials and denar t*»onts arc reviewed without any actual criticism of 
any action taken by them. 

It was concluded that the DGJ Criminal Division acted 
appropriately and that all appropriate material relating to this 
investigation will be forwarded to the Criminal Division which will 
reassure full jurisdiction under Foreign Agents * Registration Act (FAJlA) . 

OPR-JOJ considers its involvement in this natter concluded. 

The Solicitor General concurred in the findings and 
conclusions.
